senator Belcourt Thinks That Great 
Opportunity Was Lost. 

In the present -campaign against 
the Colonial Office having anything 
-o do with Canada the antis are like- 
ty to have the support of Senator 
Belcourt, of Ottawa. 

The Senator thinks that a certain 
action, or rather lack of action, on 
the part of a Colonial Secretary in 
1906 was one of the reasons for the 
Great War of 1914-18. 

“It is not an exaggeration to say,” 
he declares, “that had it not been 
for the lack of clear-sightedness on 
the part of Lord Elgin and his 
lattachment to routine and red tape 
the cataclysm of 1914 perhaps would 
have been avoided (conjured away).”’ 

Thus another Lord Elgin, as well 
as the one famous in Canada during 
the stormy forties, makes his appear- 
ance in our history. ; 

Senator Belcourt give his opinions 
in.the Canadian Forum (Toronto). 
The article appears in the original 
French, and is not translated. 

The Senator is discussing disarma- 
| ment and is belaboring the League of 
Nations for not doing anything about 
it, but spending its time rather with 
such matters as conflict of powers 
between the assembly and council, 

The primary responsibility of the 
present hour, thinks Belcourt, rests 
almost equally upon Great Britain 
and the United States. The peace of 
the world will depend on the initia- 
tive of one or other of. these two 
countries, and especially in the com- 
mon action that they will take. 

Fifteen years ago, Says Belcourt, 
universal peace was the supreme 
ambition of Edward VII. Others 
expressed the conviction, at the time, 
|that Roosevelt, then president, would 

gladly have shared with the “Peace- 
maker’ the glory of being Provi- 
dence’s instrument for giving to the 
world the immense benefit of univer- 
sal peace. 

Two obstacles, neither of them in- 
surmountable, are declared by this 
Canadian Senator to have prevented 
or rather delayed the immediate rea-~ 
lization of this sublime ideal. “On 
the part of Great Britain,’’ he says, 
“it was the absolute lack of imagin- 
ation and clear-sightedness, a too fre- 
quent characteristic of the Anglo- 
Saxon temperament, and particularly 
in those who at that time had the re- 
ibility of advising his majesty.” 
In’tha,ljnited States it was the 
traditional \@ar of “entangling al- 
liances.”’ 

If universal peace, thinks Belcourt, 
had really been desired in England 
and in the United States ffteen. years 
ago, and if advantage had been taken 
of the means then afforded, in all 
probability we would ely secured 
it, and the world would ‘have been 
saved from the catastrophe from 
which it has just emerged, mutilated 
and bleeding, crushed and stricken. 

And now for Lord Elgin’s part. 

While member of the House of 
Commons in 1906 Mr. Belcourt mov- 
ed the adoption of an address to King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra, invit- 
ing them to visit their Canadian 
subjects.

Do not be de- 
ceived by the fact that the fruit it- 
self may be acid; the bodily reaction 
of a healthy person will be alkaline 
and corrective. 

‘“All of these observations, of 
course, apply only to a person in 
health; nor is it intended to suggest 
that anyone should constantly eat 
more sugar than he can digest-— 


ber camps and in other places remote 
from educational centres the oppor- 
cunities they otherwise would miss. 
This is done by sending out compe- 
tent university graduates, who work 
side by side with the men in the day- 
timefand in the evening cajole them 
into a special tent, box car or shanty 
and carry on the process of educa- 
tion. From twenty years’ experience 
Mr. Fitzpatrick has found that from 
afteen to twenty-five per cent. of the 
men will welcome this opportunity to 
improve ,themselves, which is far 
higher percentage than obtains in the 
cities where similar education might 
be had at the night schools. 

The big idea behind the Frontier 
College is that not only should the 
uneducated be taught, and the for- 
eigner Canadianized, but that they 
should see the benefit of an educa- 
tion in the person of the instructor. 
The teachers are picked men. They 
must be able-bodied as well as able- 
minded. They must impress those 
among whom they work as good men 
with the peavy, the axe or whatever 
implement is held in most esteem. 
They must become leaders, or rather 
they must be naturally qualified for 
leadership. ‘To send anaemic, under- 
sized teachers to the frontier would 
never do, nor are the instructors 
permitted to take any ‘soft job if a 
hard job iS -available. Having won 
the confidence of thémen, they use 
their influence to induce thvm&.fo_at- 
tend the evening schools, where 
they are instructed all the way from 
the A B C’s to the matriculation 
course. 

These instructors are as \a rule 
welcomed by the big lumber com- 
panies, construction companies and 
others employing gangs otf men far 
from the centres of civilization. They 
are paid by these employers just 
like any of the other hands, and 
they are given an allowance of about 
a dollar and a half for each even- 
ing’s instruction by the college. 
Their work is regularly inspected and 
checked, and those who are found 
not to measure up to the exacting, 
requirements are let go. Up to the 
present time about 500 of these in- 
structors have been employed at one 
time or another. The funds for 
carrying on’ the work are provided 
partly by contributions on the part 
of the corporations which realize 
the value to them in dollars and 
cents of improved education amung 
their employes and partly by the 
various Provincial Governments. Few 
Government expenditures, we be- 
lieve, show richer returns, and as 
time goes on the interest will bé still 
greater as these former navvies be- 
gin to climb in the world. 

No work is more important than 
that of Canadianizing the newcomer 
to this country. Mr. Fitzpatrick re- 
marks that. thirty years ago you 
might as well have looked for a 
needle in a haystack as for a for- 
eigner in a frontier camp. Nowa-

British Fiction. 


“T must confess that, as an anti- 
realist, the names which are life-like 
and nothing else interest, me searcely 
at nll,” says Sir George Douglas, in 
Chambers’ Journal, 

“Sane Austen, with her Elizabeth 
Bennett and her Henry Tilney, her 
Henry Crawford and her Fanny 
Price, gives us little but such as 
these, And in their own place they 
are right. Only, I do not think that 
the name Marianne (so'spelt) is ever 
met with now. It must have passed 
into disuse since 1817.  Troltope, 
Meredith, and Henry James-are also 
strongly inclined to realism in their 
sholee of hames, though certainly less 
exclusively so than the authoress of 
‘Pride and Prejudice.’ 

“Other things being equal, I free- 
ly own that I prefer a heroine named 
Gytheren Graye, as in Mr. Hardy’s 
‘Desperate Remedies,’ or a hero nam- 
ed Valmajour; as in Daubet’s ‘Numa 
Roumestan,’ to all the Elizabeth Ben- 
nets and Henry Tilneys in the world. 
For I presume that the refinements 
of ‘hearing were not béstowed upon 
us for nothing. Bathsheba Ever- 
dene, the heroine of ‘Far_from the 
Madding Crowd,’ bears a nanié~at- 
most as. rhythmical as Cytherea 
Graye’s; whilst Fancy Day, Eustacia 
Vye, and Thomasine Yeobright all 
appear to me to rejoice in names 
which unite intrinsic. beauty with 
suitability to the character of the 
bearer. 

“Mr, Hardy, who has never been 
an out-and-out realist, and who, in 
the classification of the latest edition 
of his novels, himself acknowledges 
as much, inherited his refmement in 
the choice of names from the roman- 
tic novelists, and this carries us back 
to Walter’ Scott. Scott’s. ear for the 
music of yocables, though not uni- 
formly faultless, had been, early 
trained and educated by the practice 
| of writing verse. No one had been 
before him, and to a man of his: vast

. What Are Comets? 


Most people have a very vague idea 
about the real nature of comets. 

It can be said, in a general way, 
that these celestial visitors from afar 
have heads consisting of more or less 
loose fragments of solid material, 
such as iron and stone, and that 
when the comet nears the sun these 
solid fragments become so intensely 
hot that they give out certain gases, 
which often stream away for many 
million miles in a direction opposite 
to the sun, and which we see as a 
magnificent tail. :

TIP BURN OF POTATOES © 


A trouble which is widely distrib- 
uted in some seasons, and to which 
the name “‘Tip Burn’’has been giyen 
is to be found among our potato 
crops. This trouble takes the form 
of a gradual burning and drying-up 
of. the leaves of the plants, often 
commencing at a comparatively ear- 
ly stage in their growth and,in many 
cases, if allowed to go on uncheck- 
ed, slowly but surely involving the 
whole of the plants so that they 
die down a considreable time before, 
the tubers are fully developed, 

The appearance of this trouble in 
the fields is often mistaken by grow- 
ers for late blight. There is, howev- 
er, a marked distinction between the 
leaves and stems alike, has a dark 
two, for late blight may commence 
by attacking any part of the plants 
water soaked appearnce and, in its 
early stages, is damp to the touch

Investigators of this trouble are 
not yet In agreement as to the cause 
The observations of some have led 
to the belief that a period of hot, 
dry weather during the growing sea- 
son causes the leaves to throw off 
moisture more rapidly than it can be 
furnished by the plant, the result 
being the appearance of tip burn. 
This theory seems, however, to be 
disputed by the fact that the tron 
is not foun@ in the het re of 
Western States Where tem 
ature often becomes excessive and 
the air is especially dry. 

More recent investigations lead to 


the belief that this burning of the 


leaves probobly follows the depre- 
dations of sucking insects, These in- 
vestigations are not complete but

enough evidence has been produced 


to serve as a warning to potato grow 
ers to.keep these insect pests thor- 
oughly under control in an endeavor 
to avoid tip burn. 


We have found in our experiment 
u work with potatoes that Bordeaux 
mixture will, to a large extent, con- 
trol this trouble, “In 1918, when it 
was extremely prevalent, we had sev- 
eral plots to which, for thé purpose 
of experiment, Bordeaux mixture was 
not applied. Mhese plots suffered 
from a seyere attack of tip burn and 
the plants were all killed down by 
the second week in August, while 
other plots on the same land, and 
to which, for the control of late 
blight, Bordeaux mixture was regu- 
larly applied,suffered to a very slight 
extent only, the plants remaining 
green until frost came. Bordeaux 
mixture acts as a repellent to the 
leaf hopper, as well as a protection 
to the plants. Many other cases, in 
addition to that referred to, have 
come to our uke bearing evi- 
dence that regula Gal thorough 
sprayidg with this mixture will re- 
duce to a minimum the ravages of 
tip burn,

It may be taken for granted that 
Carey’s ride remained a record until 
the iron road linked London and the 
Modern Athens. Such a ride, in the 
time, even over the splendid roads of 
to-day, would be a big task. 

Another famous man won royal 
favor by a similar feat. 1t was when 
that son of a butcher, Richard Wol- 
sey, was chaplain to Henry VIII. that 
he was sent into the Low Countries 
with a letter to the Emperor Maxi 
milian. Leaving London by boat at 
four o’clock one afternoon, Wolsey 
took horse. at Gravesend, reached 
Dover next morning, Calais three 
hours later, and was with the Em- 
peror that night. 

An equally rapid return journey 
brought him back to the King in little 
more than two days. This exploit 
put the future Chancellor several 
s up in Bluff King Hal’s capri- 
cious dean. 

But as far as endurance is con- 
cerned, no airman, motorist, or mod- 
era athlete can steal the laurels of 
-Capt. Barclay, of Ury, which he won 
about a century ago for wonderful 
feats. For instance, he drove the 
mail the whole way from London to 
Edinburgh without giving up the 
ribbons for a single stage. 

Experts pronounce this feat only 
second to his great walk of a mile 
an hour in a thousand consecutive 
hours. ;

be able to/imitate any style of hand-+ 
writing, at will. 

Less than a week later, as if in de« 
fiance of the precautions taken by 
the banks, another financial insti- 
tution if Denver found that it had 
been swindled. Sqmeone come in, 
presumably during the rush hour just 
before closing time, and had present« 
ed a cheque which precisely wiped 
/out the balance of one of the deposi- 
tors. The next day, when a smaller: 
cheque came through, the maker was 
informed that his accojnt was over- 
drawn, and it was only upon expert 
comparison of the two signatures 
that the larger cheque was found to 
i be fraudulent. Three other similar 
leases were reported on the same 
day, and matters reached such a 
point that no paying teller in the city 
.| would cash a cheque for more than 
a hundred dollars without referring 
the matter to his superiors. 

These successful forgeries ail took 
place early in November, and either 
because the forger had secured 
enough money for his immediate 
needs, or because he was fearful of 
detection, no other cases were re- 
ported until the day after Christmas, 
when $1,000 was obtained on a 
cheque so cleverly written that the 
Man whose name appeared on it 
could not swear that the signature 
was not really his. 

This incident proved that the forg- 
er was still in Denver, and it also 
led Paying Teller Kretschmer, of the 
International Trust Company, to 
hope that he might be the one to ef- 
fect the capture of the elusive nand- 
writing expert. The police of the 
city and the cetectives assigned to 
the case by the various banks’ pro- 
tective associations were frankly at 
their wits’ ends, They claimed that 
comparison of the cheques showed 
nothing in common beyond the fact 
that the swindler was addicted to the 
use of even figures —— probably be- 
cause it took the feller less time to 
count out the money — and that it 
was next to impossible to spot the 
forgeries in advance. They, there- 
fore advised great care in handling 
any cheques made out to “‘Cash,” the

| Where They Come From and How 


They Are Made. 
Most of us know that sand is made 
up of little grains of mineral matter, 


,|and our knowledge may be limited 


to this extent, But what are the min- 
erals? Where do they come from? 
Why are they there? 

“These, and many other questions, 
will occur to those to whom the pur- 
suit. of knowledge proves a pleasure,” 
writes Mr. Cecil Carus-Wilson in 
“Conquest” “We know the grains of 
sand are very small, and if we wish 
to study them conveniently without 
eye-strain we should provide our- 
selves with a small pocket magnify- 
ing ‘glass, or lens, which may lead, 
later on, to the use of the larger and 
more effective compound microscope 
and its accessories, But we do not 
necessarily need a lens to find ont 
that some grains are very hard, and 
will scratch glass when rubbed on its 
surface, while others are soft and can 
be crushed and powdered ily be- 
tween two pebbles. 

“Now, let ug examine with the lens 
some of the ins we found were 
hard enough to scratch glass, and we 
shall see that they may be clear and 
glassy-looking or else covered with 
a yellow or red coating of iron oxide, 
which, by the way, may be partially 
removed by washing and completely 
by other means. These are grains of 
the mineral quartz or silica, better 
known, perhaps, as ‘rock crystal,’ or 
‘Cornish, Bristol, and Irish dia- 
nronds.’ Sands are composed of min-~ 
erals, and there are many kinds, but 
quartz, because of its hardness—be- 
ing only three degrees softer than 


the diamond—wears down but slow- 
ly, lasting through ages of time, and 


that is why we find this mineral in 
such great quantity in nearly all the 
sands we are familiar with. Quartz is 
a very common constituent of rocks, 
and it is always present in rocks like 
granite, and as the granite wastes 
away—as all rocks do in time when 
exposed to the weather—-the particles 
are releasedsfrom the parent mass,

{t is “Kenya,” and it is on the East

Near the Diamond Mines 


In British South Africa 
va a aad 


IAMONDS are usually tempt- 
ing things, to the dishonest, 
for, they are the most com- 
pact and most easily con- 

cealed form of portable property. In 
his book ‘“‘The Diamond Mines of 
South Africa’ Mr. Gardiner F. Wil- 
liams describes some of the curious 
methods that are used to prevent 
miners from stealing diamonds. 

A fine wire netting is stretched 
over: the top of the compound, he 
says, to prevent the sly tossing of 


precious crystals over the walls, to be 
picked up by confederates outside the 
mining areas. Precautions are also 
taken to prevent the smuggling away 
of diamonds from. the compounds, 
and all communication by the na- 
tives with persons outside the walls 
is carefully restricted. 

Until the expiration of his con- 
tract, no native can go through the 
compound gate, except by special 
permission, or when he is taken un- 
der guard beforé a magistrate for 
some offence. If convicted, when his 
term of imprisonment expires, or af- 
ter he has paid his fine, he must re- 
turn to the compound and complete 
his contract. Before he leaves the 
compound his clothes and person are 
thoroughly searched. 

Gems were sometimes found se* 
creted in clothing, in shoe heels, in 
canes or in cans with false bottoms— 
in fact in anything that the natives 
were allowed to take out with them. 
Even this close inspection did not bar 
the practice of stealing, and there 
was an inexplicable trickle of fine 
diamonds from unlooked-for quar- 
ters, until it became known that na- 
tives on the point of leaving the com- 
pound were swallowing diamonds and 
conveying them away. 

In 1895 one native had the nerve 
and capacity to swallow a lot of dia- 
monds worth seven hundred and fifty 
pounds and did not appear to suffer 
by this strain upon his digestion. 
There has been only one authentic 
instance where aw~nhative has em- 

diamonds in his flesh; this 
was one ae a native in De Beers 
Convict Statidh, who made an inci- 
sion under @he shin bone and con- 
cealed several small diamonds wrap- 
ped in a rag. This native had symp- 
toms .of tetanus; the visiting phy- 
sician searched the man’s body, and, 
finding an ugly-looking wound on his 
leg, cut it open and to his great sur- 
prise found a rag full of amonds. 
The native soon necovered, a wiser, 
if poorer, man. 

In one instance a diamond as big 
as a chestnut and weighing one hun- 
dred and fifty-two carats was hidden 
for over seven days by this means. 

The swallowing of a rough dia- 
mond is so easy, but so difficult to 
detect, that it was necessary to put 
an end to the practice by providing 
a longer period of detention and 
search. 
tracts natives whose terms of sér- 
vice have nearly expired are placed 
together in a commodious room cap- 
able of holding two hundred men or 
more. They enter this room entirely 
naked. Their clothes and baggage 
are deposited in sacks marked in 
accordance with the number on the 
arm-band. Blankets are supplied for 
clothing, and as wraps when the men 
are sleeping. 

At the end of five days of deten- 
tion, generally on Saturday morning, 
they are released. Meanwhile, the 
clothes placed in the sacks have been 
thoroughly searched; and departing 
natives are not allowed to take away 
with them anything except soft 
goods.

Ontario cheese in the British mar- 
ket, - 


At the present tyme Ontario cheese 
goes forward to the British market 
of ten without being kept at all and 
as a result it depreciates in quality 
and loses weight. On the other hand 
Danish and New Zealand cheese must 
be kept in cool storage for at least 
before it can be sent forward. From 
time to time efforts have been made 
in Canada to encourage the cooling 
and storing of cheese for a period, 
but while it has been done in some 
places, the practise has not been fol- 
lowed generally enough to have a 
recognized value overseas, 


At the conference yesterday it was 
recognized that any legislatjve ac- 
tion taken would have to come from 
.the Dominion, and steps will be tax- 
‘en to bring the matter before the 
Federal authorities. There are two 
ways of cool-storing cheese, one by 
utilizing cold storage warehouses and, 
, the other by additions to cheese fac, 
| tories of insulated rooms where the 
cheese could be stored and cooled, It}. 
was estimated yesterday that such ad 
ditions would not cost more than 
about $500.007 


- There was some difference of opin- 
ion jn the conference as to the ad- 
visability of compulsion. It has been 
‘practiced in other countries but 
might be difficult to enforce here. 
The alternative would be govern— 
ment action to assjst in providing 
‘facilities.

The Erle railroad has de onstrated 
the practicability of a they that a 
freight train may lose & ffom its 
midst and keep to its. schedule with 
its crew in ignorance of thelr loss, and 
Ed Mott, of Goshen, the local histo- 
rian, is happy. 

For a generation Mott has been tell- 
ing folks of an Erie train that left Sus- 
quehanna in the winter of 1855 with 15 
cars of cattle. At Port Jervis one car 
was missing. It had disappeared from 
the middle of the train without leav- 
ing broken couplings or other traces 
of the manner of its ejectment. Two 
days later the missing car was found 
ih a field near the track at Shohola. 
It was empty. The cattle It had held 
were recovered in Sullivan county, 
New York. They had freed themselves 
from the car and crossed the Delaware 
river on the Ice. 

Engineer Albert ©. Roberts was 
driving a train to New York last Sun- 
day morning. At West Tuxedo air 
brake trouble led to the discovery that 
the fourteenth car was missing. The 
thirteenth and fifteenth cars had re- 
coupled themselves. Search led to the 
discovery of the missing car alongside 
the track a mile to the north.

As Travelers Point Out, System and 
Organization Are Foreign to.

The 
Bedouins leave behind them every 
extraneous comfort and go to live in 
the desert, in the very arms of starva- 
tion, that they muy be free. The des- 
ert exacts a price for its secret. It 
makes the Bedouins: entirely useless 
to their fellow men. There has never 
been a Bedouin prophet. On the other 
hand. there has never been a Semitic 
prophet who has not, before preach- 
ing his message, cone Into the desert 
and caught from the desert dwellers 
a reflection of their bellef.. The idea 
of the absclute worthlessness of the 
present world is a pure desert concep- 
tion. at the root of every Semitic re 
ligion, which must be filtered through 
the sceen of a non-nomad prophet 
before it can be accepted by a settled
